Chihuahua City, Méx., July 11.—The 
main body of the Villa force, retreat- 
ing from Jiminez, attacked Parral, fifty 
miles to the south^Yest, but was de- 
feated by the Can-anza garrison after a 
.-avago iDattle, according to an official 
report received today by Gen. Trcvino. 


The report, sent by Gen. Oarcia, com- 
mander at Parral, said the bandits, suf- 
i faring heavy losses, retreated to .Som- 
I breretillo, a" few miles southcats of Par- 
I ral. 
tJ adds that if they make a stana 
I tliere the docidiiig battle or the Villa

With the British Armies in the 
Field, July 11, Noon.—(Via London, 
3:27 p. m.)—After the assault of last 
night the British remain in possession 
of Contalmaison, holding it against 
German counter attacks and furious 
shell fire. Fighting continued through 
the night from Ovillers and La Bois- 
Belle to Trone's wood. 


The British, bombing 
their 
way 
forward, gained considerably in Ma- 
metz wood and took all except the 
point of the fiercely disputed pear- 
Bhaped Trone's wood, clearing the 
way with each step toward the Ger- 
man second line on the ridges be- 
yond. 


The Infantry is at such close quar- 
ters in the woods that the guns on 
neither side are firing at the 
first 
line for fear of hitting their own men. 
Overhead shells are screaming past 
Into the reserves to keep assistance 
from those in the front positions.

New York, July 11.—A large increase 
in the number of deaths and new cases 
in the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis 
was reported today. 
During the last- 24 
hours 195 new cases developed in the 
five' boroughs of New 
York city und 
there were 32 deaths. 


This is an increase of more than 100 
per cent, in the number of deaths re- 
sulting from the plague in the 24 hours 
ending at 10 o'clock this morning, com- 
pared with the previous 24 hours' record. 
In Brooklyn 08 new cases were reported 
yesterday as against 155 today. 
There 
are now a total of 1,278 cases of infan- 
tile paralysis in the greater city. Deaths 
since the outbreak of the scourge num- 
ber 270.

Austrian Cruiser Sends Several Armor- 
ed oBats Down.

Berlin, July 11.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The 
Austrian 
admiralty 
an- 
nounced today that an Austrian cruiser 
had sunk four or five British armored 
patrol boats. Only nine men from the 
British vessels were rescued. 
The an- 
nouncement follows: 


"Our cruiser Novara met a group of 
four, or according to the declaration.^ ot 
prisoners, five armored British patrol 
boats off Otranto Road (at the lower en(4 
pf the Adriatic). 
All the patrol boat.-? 
were destroyed by artillery 
fire. 
All 
the stearaers sank in flames, three of 
them after the explosion of their boilers. 
The Novara was able to rescue only nino 
members of the British crews." 


The Novara is a scout cruiser of 3,384 
tons displacement. 
She has figured in 
several engagements in the Adriatic. The 
Strait of Otranto is between the Heel 
of Italy and the Albanian coast connect- 
ing the Adriatic and Ionian seas. 


The official Austro-Hungarian 
state- 
ment of Monday reports the continuane« 
of heavy fighting on the Italian front. 
Monte Corno was captured by the Ital- 
ians but won back by Austro-Hungarian 
troops which took prisoner 4nó Italians.

STILL CLAIMING PROGRESS, 


French Report New Gains in Offensive 
in Picardy. 


Paris, July 11.—The French continue 
to report satisfactory progress in their 
great offensive in Picardy. 
Monday's 
operations again were confined to the 
southern echelon which has consolidated 
and extended its hold upon the northern 
plateau opposite Peronne. 
The French 
BUCCess of the day was the capture of all 
the German positions of hill 
97, tlie 
highest point of the plateau. 
The first 
French rush on Sunday carried them to 
the western slopes of this hill, on which 
they made good their footing; but the 
troops waiting there liad been stopped 
until adequate preparation permitted an 
attack on the farm buildings at the sum- 
mit which the Germans had converted 
into a email fortress, being made xvith 
more speed and fewer casualties. 
They 
are now in full possession of this height 
from which they look into Peronne 150 
feet below. 


The result thev riaim from the whole

DISCHARGING CARGO TODAY. 


Deutschland Will Take No Passengers 
on Return Trip. 


Baltimore, 
July 
11.—The 
German 
merchant submarine 
Deutschland 
be- 
gan today to discharge her cargo, prin- 
cipally dyeatuffs, unless diplomatic com- 
plications arise. 
While no comment 
has been made by any one connected 
with the vessel on the action of the 
navy department in detailing Captain 
C. F. Hughes to make a formal survey of 
her for the government it is thought no 
objection will be raised. The detail was 
made at the instance of Acting Secretary 
of State Polk and is understood to be 
in line with official opinion that the fed- 
eral government must take every pr«- 
caution to establish beyond doubt the 
exact character of the vessel. 
The 
Deutschland's cargo 
when 
discharged 
will be placed io a bonded warehouse, to 
be disposed of later by the local repre- 
sentatives of the vessel's owners. 
A 
question has arisen whether «the sub- 
marine will be permitted to take back 
to Germany a large quantity of nickel 
that is On the dock to which she is 
moored. 
Shipment of nickel to 
the 
United States from Canada, which is the 
world's greatest producer of this metal, 
has been allowed on condition that Its 
distribution should be so controlled that 
none could reach the central powers. The 
Canadian government ia said to be con- 
sidering the new situation. 


An emphatic statement was made by 
Henry G. Hilken, of the firm which rep- 
resents the Deutschland's owners, that 
under no circumstances will any pas- 
sengers be carried on the submarine on 
her return trip. 
He said provision was 
made only for the crew and that 
it 
would be impossible to take any others. 
Two applicants for passage are said to 
have oflTered $5,000 each. 
Mr. Hilken 
smilingly said he expected the submarine 
to leave "about Christmas," but it is 
imderstood she will depart within a 
week. 


The Deutschland is moored within a 
quarter of a mile from the place where 
the first submergence 
was made, 19 
years ago of the first boat to success- 
fully navigate under water. 
This was 
the Argonaut, invented by Simon Lake, 
who came to Baltimore yesterday to 
personally congratulate Captain König, 
of the Deutschland, in the feat he had 
acnmplfshed. 


Th® Work of tmlosdinir the eargo of 
the Deutschland began shortly after 0 
o'clock.

After Indiana's 
Share. 


Several Indiana advocates of the good roads movement have 
.t^ken up with Governor Ralston the question of the steps necessary 
to secure the $140,000 which is now available from the federal treas- 
ury as Indiana's share of the total provided as governmental aid in 
goods roads construction. They urge that the time is at hand to take 
advantage of the proffered assistance. It is true that $140,000 is but 
a drop in the bucket when general highway improvement is consid- 
ered, but more will undoubtedly follow it each year and it will be 
sheer short-sightedness if Indiana fails to avail herself of the gov- 
ermaient's aid in a w^ork which she has undertaken in splendid fash- 
ion, but which she has been doing thus far entirely at her own ex- 
pense. 


It is true that some stipulations must be complied with before 
the government funds will be available. One of these includes the 
, creation of a state highway commission or other similar central body 
to have general charge of the expenditure in order that its bene- 
fits may be properly distributed in proportion to the local effort that 
is being put forward in road improvement. Another provision of the 
federal law is that an amount equal to that contributed by the gov- 
ernment must be raised by the people of the state in which the im- 
provements are to be made. The governor has asked Attorney Gen- 
eral Stotsenburg to make a close examination of the federal law and 
to ascertain precisely what steps must be taken in Indiana to make 
the federal aid available. The Sentinel has previously urged action 
in this direction, and it is gratified to see a movement that will put 
the state in line to secure whatever assistance may be possible from 
the government. The people of Indiana, particularly in the north- 
em section of the state, are thoroughly awakened on the good road 
proposal, and they are manifesting that fact in a very definite way. 
They are building good roads and they are paying the bills, but they 
will be mighty glad to have a little assistance in that direction from 
Uncle Sam so long as he is's willing to do it. Let us have that federal 
aid in good-roads building.

THE COMMON DRINKING CUP. 


In the course of its research the Bureau of Railway Economics 
has ascertained that the railroads of the United States are owned by 
precisely 626,122 persons, which will surprise a lot of folks who have 
been cherising the belief that every time they purchase a railroad 
ticket all the money was going into a small number of pockets. The 
railroad in this coiintry today is no longer a close corporation, and 
even individual control is n^uch less frequent than in former years. 
The wide distribution of ownership has in large measure kept pace 
with the expansion of the transportation systems. 


A career of marked distinction and conspicuous usefulness has 
just been terminated in the death of Judge Timothy E, Howard at 
South Bend, at the age of 79 years. Judge Howard was more than 
a fine lawyer and jurist whose attainments had been recognized by 
hii elevation to the supreme court bench in Indiana. 
He was a 
writer, a thinker, a teacher, a student, a soldier and a man whose char- 
acter and^ qualifications measured up generously to the demands of 
the finest type of citizenship. His death, is a distinct loss not alone 
- to South Bend, but to the state at large.

In issuing an order abolishing, after 
.liugust 1, 1916, the use of the common 
drinking cUp in public conveyances, sta- 
tions, hotels, restaurants, public build- 
ings» parks and elsewhere, the state 
board of health has put itself on the 
right side of a question about which 
there should be only one opinion. Why 
action has been delayed until this late 
date, especially in view of the fact that, 
as a rule, Indiana is either the first or 
araong^ the first states in the country to 
adopt regulations of proved value for 
the benefit of the public health, is not 
clear. 
But the order has been issued 
and all that remains to be done is to 
enforce it—a problem which after the 
vide public condemnation of the com- 
mon drinking cup should be compara- 
tively simple. 


Most Indiana cities have already tak- 
en stofS to abolish the common drinking 
ctiD in parks and other public places. 
Substitutes in the 
way 
of fountains 
which either flow continuously or ar« 
controlled by 
an 
easily manipulated 
valve, may, for instance, be found in In- 
dianapolis parks and about such places 
as the monument. But the public drink- 
ing cup is still there for those M'ho aro 
not familiary with the drinking foun- 
iain. 
The new order will simply do 
away with the public cup, leaving the 
thirsty cither to use the fountain or a 
personal cuo such as many prudent per- 
sons now carry about in their-pocket^!. 


If there is any», dn\ibt existing in the 
minds of those 
who 
are acquainted 
^vith the germ theory of disease that 
the common drinking cup is a mcnacp 
to the health 
of 
the 
community it 
should be easily disnelled bv observing 
for a few minutes the number of dis- 
eased persons Avho use such cups. Thev 
are not to 
be 
blamed. 
The cup is 
Ihete, T>ï'esumablv for use. 
But a cer- 
tain amoimt of blame attaches to the 
mother who will give her child a drink 
nut of a cup which has just been used 
hv an obviously diseased adult. This is 
the evil of the common drinking cup. 
V.i'ppily soon to be no more in Indiana.

For there yet must come 
the twenty-four hour men who notify 
every one seen by the contracting agent 
just as to when the circus is to arrive 
and when the supplies must be on the 
circus grounds. 


And so when the champion shows of 
the world come here, there will be noth- 
ing of the "happen so" about its ar^ 
rival. For a hundred men have gone be- 
fore it to see that not a detail is neglect- 
ed, even to the routing of the parade 
and the bumps in the road that lead 
from the railroad tracks to the grounds. 
But the work of a circus does not show 
on the surface. And it shotuldn't. 
For 
if there is anything that should display 
its romantic side, it is that place 
of 
glaring chandeliers and sprinkled wood 
shavings—the circus.

$2,100.

Measure Goes to Upper 
Body Following Passage 
in House. 
CONTAINS TARIFF 


BOARD PROVISION 
Cuts Stamp Taxes and Puts 
Burden on Incomes and 
War Munitions. 


Washington, July 11.—The 
adminis- 
tration $197,000,000 revenue bill, passed 
by the house yesterday, went 
to 
the 
senate today. 
The house vote was 240 
to 140, thirty-four republican» and five 
progressive republicans voting with the 
democrats for the bill. 
The 
measure 
would repeal existing stamp taxes and 
put new taxes on incomes, inheritajices 
and war munitions profits. It also would 
create a tariff commission, lay a protec- 
tive tariff on dye 
stuffs and prevent 
dumping by foreign trade in this coun- 
try after the European war. 


The senate will have to consider sev- 
eral amendments incorporated, regardless 
of democratic leaders opposition, before 
the bill passed the house 
yesterday. 
These would eliminate the proposed tax 
of $I for each $1,000 of bank capital, sur- 
plus and imdivided profits, reduce the 
salaries of the five members of the tar- 
iff commission from $10,000 to $7,500 an- 
nually, and allow $300,000 to the com- 
mission for the first year only, instead 
of appropriating that sum yearly for an 
indefinite period. 


Among the amendments 
adopted on 
recommendations of ways 
and 
means 
committee 
was one providing 
special 
manufacturers tax of 3 cents on each 10,- 
000 cigarettes produced. 


Final Effort Fails. 


Republicans made a final unsuccessful 
effort in the house to have the bill re- 
committed with instruí tions to raise the 
needed revenue 
through 
higher tariff 
rates. 


The bill, 
which is designed to rai'se 
more than $200,000,000 a year, virtually 
doubles the income tax rates, levies a 
tax on inheritances and the production 
of munitions of war, creates a tariff com- 
mission, embodies anti-dumping legisla- 
tion and repeals the ".«tamp tax" sec- 
tions, but not the s])prial excise taxes of 
the "war revenue bill" of October, 1914. 


Bank Tax Eliminated. 


Representative Longworth of Ohio was 
the author of a successful amendment 
striking out the provision that no former 
member of congress shall be appointed lo 
the tariff commission, leaving an open- 
ing for "lame ducks." 


Representative Wood, an Indiana re- 
publican, obtained adoption of an amend- 
ment eliminating the special tax levied 
against bankers of $1 per thousand of 
capital, surplus and undivided 
profits. 
Bankers are taxed under the corpora- 
tion law. 


The house adopted an amendment by 
Representative Green, of Iowa, reducing 
the salaries of the members of the com- 
mission from $10.000 to $7.500 a year. 
The salary of the secrctarv was cut from 
$6,000 to $5,000. 


$300,000 for Tariff Board. 


Amendment by Chairman 
Fitzgerald 
of the appropriations committee making 
a "permanent" appropriation of $300,000 Í 
a year for the expenses of the tariff 
commission 
adopted. I h e

Press.)—Uncon- 
firmed 
reports that Prince E d w a r d Al- 
bert of Wales, heir apparent to the 
British 
throne, 
seeks 
the 
hand 
of 
Princess Yolanda, the eldest daughter 
of King Victor Emanuel of Italy, have 
excited widespread 
discussion 
here. 
The r u m o r is a surprise to Italians 
generally, for it had been 
supposed 
that the British prince would 
m a r r y 
one 
of 
the 
daughters of E m p e r o r 
Nicholas of Russia, but there are a 
n u m b e r of incidents that have led the 
Italian people to believe that 
Prince 
E d w a r d will m a r r y the Princess Yo- 
landa. 
• It is nov/ stated that the reason of 
the visit of the Duke of Connaught 
to the Italian king in May was to pre- 
sent the formal request of the king 
and queen of England for the hand of 
the Princess Yolanda. 
The 
princess 
is only fifteen years old, and the prince 
is only twenty-two. 
She received an 
English education from babyhood un- 
der the tutelage of an English 
gov- 
erness, Miss Brown, and those 
who 
know her intimately have spoken of 
her as one of the best 
marriageable 
prospects in European royal families. 
She is said to be an extremely sensi- 
ble and 
practical 
girl, having 
been 
brought up in a family that is pecul- 
iarly domestic, and being the oldest 
girl in the family, her royal intimates 
say she has been 
regarded 
as 
the 
"boss" of the household. 
She has al- 
ways acted as the protectoress of her 
younger 
sisters 
and 
her 
brother. 
Prince Humbert. 
Sometimes she has 
extended this role even to her mother, 
the queen. 
The latter, on one occa- 
sion recently, when speaking to the 
American wife of an Italian journalist, 
said, "I rarely attempt to speak E n g - 
lish because Yolanda insists on cor- 
recting my mistakes." 


The princess 
strongly 
resembles 
her 
mother, 
having 
dark 
hair 
and 
eyes, an 
olive complexion, 
and 
the 
slow smile not unlike the famous one 
in the Mona Lisa painting. 
She h a s 
been given even more of the modern 
outdoor education than many of the 
Italian girls who have followed 
the 
English and American custom. 
She 
plays tennis well, rides, swims and is 
an excellent pistol 
and 
rifle shot. 
Since the war began she has been the 
constant companion and aid of 
her 
mother in the work a m o n g the poor 
families of soldiers and in the hospi' 
tals, particularly the latter. 


The prince.ss is a catholic, and the 
English iaw does not allow of the oc- 
cupancy of the British throne by a 
Catholic, but among those who wish 
to see the marriage carried out, it is 
recalled that in recent years certain 
princesses have changed their religion 
in order to become queens. The queen 
of Spain became a Catholic on 
her 
marriage, while the queen of Greece 
adopted the religion of the 
country 
for the same reason. 


Should the marriage not take place, 
the fact may some day develop that it 
was because the princess so willed. 
The Italian royal family is known to 
be sufficiently converted to democratif^ 
ideas not to insist on a wedding which 
the princess fails to view with full ap- 
proval. 
As the throne of Italy cannot 
be inherited by a woman, the 
m a r - 
riage of a royal princess has not the 
far-reaching 
political 
importance 
that is true in the case of the Prince 
of Wales, 
The war having apparently 
eliminated both German and Austrian 
suitors, if the Princess Yolanda m a r - 
ries in neither England or Russia, she 
m a y a f t e r all m a r r y in Italy, where 
m a n y of the princely houses consider 
themselves quite as good as the house 
of Savoy. 


The Italian royal 
family 
is 
far 
wealthier than the English royal f a m - 
ily, being rated only second as to that 
of 
Russia 
in wealth, and 
much 
of 
this wealth is in cold cash, not in un- 
developed lands.

New York Mity Be Cut Off from 


World to Prevent Disease Spread 


Drastic Measures Suggested 
in Medical Circles to Halt 
Epidemic 
of 
Infantile 
Paralysis.

New York, July 
11.—Is the biggest 
city in the world to be completely cut 
off from the rest of the universe? 


Ab.soliite quarantine of Is'ew York has 
actually been suggested in medical cir- 
clos. 


With babies dying at the rate of one 
hour from infantile paraiysIs, 
the 
most mysterious and most dreaded mal- 
ady in the list of child disease, ana 
v.ith new cases springing up so rapidly 
they can't even be recorded, much less 
given full attention, New York is facing 
one of the most serious proDlems in the 
historj^ of the great city. 


It is said absolute quarantine of the 
city may be the only means of prevent- 
ing a spread of the epidemic to other 
communities- 


Cases numbering from 1 to 15, which 
may be traced back to New York, have 
developed in each of 12 cities—Chicago, 
Boston, Cleveland, Trenton, Paterson and 
Newark, N. J.; 
Newport and 
Bristol, 
Pa.; 
Kingston, 
Binghanipton, 
Hudson, 
Albany, N. Y. 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley's prediction that 
the malady may spread to other cities 
rapidly has enforced the national men- 
ace of the situation. 
There Is not a 
niother in the city yho has not been on 
tender liooks all week and now the pos- 
sibilities of the plague are bringing just 
as great concern to big business 
men 
who fear a strict quarantine may be en- 
forced. 


"In 
1907 infantile paralysis 
becamc 
epidemic in New York and 
spread 
to 
Massachusetts, 
where it 
lasted 
three 
years," said Dr. Charles F. Bolduan of 
the health 
department, 
an 
especially 
prominent authority on infantile paraly- 
sis. 


"The present epidemic," he continued, 
''appears to havo a high degree of viru- 
lence, as well as of infectivity. 
The 
percentage of deaths in all cases re- 
ported is much higher than in ^1907. 


"Infantile paralysis is not a new dis- 
ease. 
It was known even to the an- 
cients, yet very little progress haa been 
made in 
fighting 
it.

"A perfectly healthy child or 
adult 
may carry the disease and communicate 
it to others. 
We cannot identify the 
carriers, so you see what we are up 
against!" 


Experiments in injecting solutions of 
sweepings from rooms where tiiere have 
been cases into healthy monkeys 
have 
convinced authorities that dust carries 
the germs. 


For this reason orders have been is- 
sued by the health department to pre- 
vent raising of dust in homes. 
In the 
epidemic 
neighborhoods 
streets 
are 
sprinkled before being sw^ept. 


There is no shortage 
of 
physicians 
to handle the epidemic, 
but 
efficient 
nurses are scarce. 


The only known method of repressing 
the disease is to isolate each case as 
soon as it 
develops. 
Not 
even 
closc 
relatives are permitted to \isit children 
who are being treated in hospitals. 


Then a thousand policemen have been 
assigned to do nothing except enforce 
the quarantine of cases already under 
treatment. 


Fifteen 
medical 
inspectors, 
50 
in- 
ternes and at least 150 nurses are still 
needed to bring the health department's 
force up to an oiToctive staff. 


Children are being barred from movie 
theaters and there is talk of closing the 
churches.

Excavation at Osage Subway Is Rapidly 
Progressing. 


PENNSY LOSES BIG SUIT. 


Philadelphia Coal Merchant Gets Verdict 
of i?24S,658. 


In the supreme court of Pennsylva- 
nia, on July 1, Fainiiel JD. Hall, a coal 
merchant of Philadelphia, secured a ver- 
dict for $24S.65S in a suit against the 
Pennsylvania railroad for over-charges 
in the transportation of anthracite coal. 
Reversing the rulings of court of com- 
mon please No. 5. Justice Frazer, in an 
e.\]iiiusti%'e opinion, rendered judgment 
in the sum named. 
The suit was to re- 
cover penalties for unlawful discrimina- 
tion. 
In addition to claiming compensa- 
tion for the actual damage done him by 
tlic granting of rebates to favored ship- 
pers, Hall invoked the penal clause of 
the Act of 1S83, and claimed redress in 
a sum treble the amount of the actual 
verdict rendered by the jury in his favor. 
The company contested the claim strenu- 
ously, and also appealed from some of 
the rulings of the lower court. 
This is 
the first time the Pennsylvania supreme 
tourt has allowed a shiiMv r-complainant 
-in a rebate case to olituin treble dam- 
ages after a lower court lir.d refused such 
1 claim. 


Hall's suit was entered on February 
1, 1916, and the shipments on which the 
iiscrimination charges were ba.=ed took 
place between June. 1891. and July. 
1901. 
The original statement of claim 
asked for $100,000 damages, Hall com- 
plaining that he was obliged to pay a 
greater freight rate on his shipments of 
coal than was charged f;tvored shippers. 
He also averred that the road paid the 
rent of a coal yard and offices of one 
of its favored shippers. 


In 1909, in an amended 
statement, 
Hall made the fiu'ther charge that the 
railroad s acts violated the constitution 
of Pennsylvania. 
After a hearing in the 
lowe rcourt, Hall's suit resulted in a 
verdict by the jury in his favor for $51,- 
090. 
The verdict included a damage 
item of $25,870.62, to which the jury 
added $25,219.17 as damages for de- 
lay in payment. 


ESTABLISH A DEATH BENEFIT. 


Contractor Moellering, who is putting 
in the Osage street subway 
at the 
Xickel Plate yards, has earned the work

But more dangerous, because his audiences 
are more educated, is the pacifist. 
In the sum- 
•Tier of 1914, before August 1, Dr. Jordan said: 
"It is apparently not possible for another real 
war among the nations of 
Europe 
to 
take 
place.'" 


The worst of It Is, that people In this country 
have been listening to the pacifists. 
Now we 
are hearing things llks this: "This Is the last 
war. 
It is so tci rible, there will never be an- 
other. 
Some day all the nations In Europe will 
come to their senses. 
The United States will 
lead them In a world-wide peace movement." 


This is absurd pn the face of it. 
That phrase 
"this is the last war" has been uttered after 
nearly every war In history. 
It Is a matter of 


record that asserting there would never be an- 
other war, member.s of the United States Senate 
before 1860 introduced a bill to abolish the navy. 
After the Crimean war. Buckle, writing in his 
"History of Civilization," declared that 
there 
would never be another big war. 
Just as surely 
as peace Is signed that dangerous idea creeps 
over the civilized world. 
We call every 
war 
"Armageddon." 


Leaders Bealize Situation. 


There are signs that the belief Is gaining 
ground today in this country. 
But if it has 
done any good for the country, the European 
war has dealt this delusion a hard blow. 
It has 
shown that the peace movement cannot 
keep 
nations from going to war. 
That is important, 
coming at this time. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Congressman Augustus Gardner, President Hib- 
ben of Princeton University and former Secre- 
tary of W a r Garrison are among those 
who 
realize that the bell has struck. 
Our country 
must prepare against war. 
And one of their 
favorite methods of bringing the facts before our 
people is through Paramount Plctographs.

"With respect to war, we have, thank God, In 
the Atlantic a fcsse wide and deep enough to 
keep oft any immediate danger to our territory. 
W a r la out of the question." 


Two years afterward Randolph's 
impassable 
fosse was crossed by a hostile army, and before 
the 
war 
was 
o \ e r 
the 
British 
soldiers 
had 
burned the very building in which Randolph had 
made his plea to his vainglorious countrymen. 
Every phrase current today was used at that 
time. 
In the annals you can find, "We ?an lick 
all creation," "All ready for the drop of the 
hat," "Citizenry leaping to arms." 


Certain sidelights on American history, not 
taughr in the schools but emphasized at West 
Point, show an amazing parallel between a cen- 
tury ago and now. 


Parallel Is Shown. 


On May 20, 1810, in opposing the militia bill, 
Potter said: "Great Britain has no men to spare 
to send hero to invade our territory, and if she 
had she would know better than to do It." 


A little over a year later, Dawson of Virginia 
declared: "We have all the necessaries, all the 
Implements, all the munitions necessary for a 
three years' close war against any force which 
any power can send to this continent." 


Five years later, Dolly Madison, with our In- 
equipped troops routed at Bladensburg and with 
the White House In flames, wrote: "I can descry 
only groups of military wandering In all direc- 
tions, as if there were a lack of arms or the 
spirit to flght for their own 
fireside." 


That happened a number of years ago. 
Is not 
the parallel clear? 
The same 
statements 
in 
Congress and then the awakening—the unpre- 
paredness and disaster. 
In teaching patriotism, 
truth is sacrificed. 
In school we were taught 
that we achieved a great victory In the war of 
1812. As a matter of fact, the British had 55,000 
and we had 527,652, almost ten times as many. 
W e needed that overwhelming body of troops 
because In Congress there were Randolphs and 
Potters and Dawsons In 1810, just a s today we 
have 
congre«U!itnen 
fighting 
against 
a 
strong 
army and n«.vy. 
Then, as now. we were in- 
efficient.

The next great war wi\J be a war for the con- 
trol of the Pacific Ocean. 
It is the war that will 
come between 
the United States and 
Japan. 
It Is just as Inevitable as the conflict between 
England and Germany. 
It is expected in the 
capitals of Europe. 
It is expected by the army 
and navy men of our own country. 
It is bound 
to come, because It Is not a surface difficulty. 
It goes deep in the lives of both nations. 
It Is 
bound upon economic and racial reasons. 


The pacifists have told us that war with Japan 
la Impossible because Japan is still 
financially 
weak from her Russian war and because three- 
quarters of her business is with this country. 
The pacifists forget that although German com- 
merce has ceased to exist, Germany fights on. 
A pacifist never grasps the fact that in heated 
times national pride is more compelling than 
the dollar bill. 
Among such men Is Dr. Jordan, 
who writes: 


"There Is not a nation which would flght us 
If It could, not one which could flght us if It 
would, for the sinews of war are not soldiers or 
warships. 
They consist of reser\'e8 of money, 
of commerce and of friendship. This Is the only 
great nation that possesses such reserves." 


To Dr. Jordan it is 
apparently 
of 
no Im- 
portance that all our secretaries of war 
for 
many years, all our army officers, all our ex- 
perts In the war college, all our naval officers, 
a s well as civilians, who have studied the ques- 
tion, have exactly the opposite view. 
Of course, 
a r m y and navy men are not expected to know 
anything about war; that is only their business. 


Take this dream of finance being able to stop 
the war. 
It was a pet theory of the peacework-

Surely with such a disastrous out- 
look he would not be able to get the money to 
carry on the war. 
Who put up the money for 
Huerta? 
Europe. 


Possibly the Balkan nations are the poorest 
in the world. 
Yet they have no trouble in get- 
ting money to carry on their wars. 
And did you 
ever hear of a South American republic beinf 
unable to start a war? 


Japan is the favorite example of the peace- 
workers In this money argument. 
At 
the begin- 
ning of her war with Russia she was not so well 
prepared 
financially 
as her enemy. 
That war 
Increased her rational debt only 22 per cent. 
And since that time she has been spending such 
huge sums on preparation that the expenses of 
her next war will be at a minimum. 
She h a s 
spent a good deal of money on that war al- 
ready. 
Financiers loan money on good security. 
Do all the financiers in the world love the Unit- 
ed States so much that they would not try to 
make money out of Japan? 
This is the business 
proposition that would confront them. 


In the Pacific Ocean Japan has a big naval 
strategic advantage. 
Japan's army is 
vastly 
more powerful and efficient than that of 
tha 
United States. 
All that she needs Is money. 
To the financier it looks like a good Investment. 
He takes Into consideration a fact of 
which 
these peace people are ignorant—Japan's sol- 
diers' living expenses and pay cost her much 
less than those of the United States. 


A Japanese soldier 
serves his country 
for 
about Î240 a year. 
Our soldiers cost $800 a year 
per man. 
If the United States should place a n 
army In the field against J a p a n of the 
same 
size and for the same length of time that Japan 
had against Russia, the pay alone of our army 
would be equal to the entire military expense« 
of Japan.

This Is a situation that has 
been studied out In the war college at Weehl**» 
ton. 


In his book, "Finance and War," HanUIcon 
Grace, the English authority, concludes: * T k a t . 
no nation will be stopped from plunging i««» 
war from dearth of money. 
MTar loans con- 
tracted by a people who are thoroughljr pre- 
pared for war are a sound national Investment'*

PIIIIOP DEBTS 


Uncle Sam's Figure Experts 
Make Some Interesting 
Deductions. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—In 156 of 
the 204 American cities of more than 30,- 
000, the increase in net 
indebtedness, 
due to excess of expenditures for govern- 
mental costs, including interest and out- 
lays for permanent improvements, over 
revenues, during the fiscal year 1915, was 
$147,470,594, or $5.48 per capita. 
In the 
remaining 48 cities the excess of revenue 
over expenditures amounted to $7,715,- 
139, or $1.82 per capita. 
Taking the en- 
tire 204 cities as a group, the excess of 
expenditures 
over 
revenues was $139,- 
755,815, or $4.48 per capita. 


These are among the salient facts pre- 
sented in a report, Financial Statistics 
oi Cities having a Population of over 30,- 
000, 1915, soon to be issued by Director 
Sam. L. Rogers, of the bureau of census, 
department of commerce. 
This report, 
which was compiled under the direction 
of Starke M. Grogan, chief statibticiau 
for statistics of states and cities, gives 
detailed data in respect to the rovenues 
and 
expenditures, the assessments, 
the 
taxes, a n i the indebtedness and assets 
of the "204 American cities, each of wliich 
on the medial date of its Jast liscal year 
terminating prior to July 1, 1915, had an 
estimated population of more t >in oO,- 
000. 


The aggregation 
population of these 
204 cities was estimated 
at 
31,100,000. 
They ranged in size from 
New York 
City, 
with 
5,334,000, 
to 
Bellingham, 
Wash., with 30,000. 
Is'ine cities—^New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, 
Boston, Cleveland, Baltimcire, Pi'isburg 
and Detroit—have

cisco, Los Angeles,

Of the t(.tal rei'enues, $641,972,943, or 
more than two-thirds, 
represented re- 
ceipts from the various kinds of taxes. 
Tlie bulk of this amount, $570,830,861, 
was derived from the general property 
tax, made up of taxes on real estate and 
personal 
property. 
Of 
the 
remainder, 
the largest item,' $39,606,956, was con- 
tributed by taxes on the liquoj; traific; 
$12,741,765 was raised from other busi- 
ness taxes; $12,598,628 was dorivod from 
special property taxes; $4,402,375 came 
from license taxes other than on busi- 
ness; and $1.7!12.35S, from poll taxes. 


Next to taxes, the largest source of 
revenue was foi-nd in the earnings

For the entire 204 cities taken to- 
gether, the payments for governmental 
costs, including interest and outlays, ex- 
ceeded the revenues by 
$139,755,815; 
but the revenues exceeded the current 
expenses and interest by $189,829,746, 
an amount considerably more than one- 
half as great as that of the total oxit- 
lays, which 
aggregated 
$329,585.561. 
In other words, the cities of over 30,000, 
taken as a group, are paying, from their 
revenues, all their current expenses and 
intere.st and somewhat more than half 
their outlays.

In all but three cities the revenue re- 
ceipts exceeded the payments for cur- 
rent governmental expenses and inter- 
est; and in 48 the revenues exceeded the

The largest city in which this condition 
obtained was St. Louis, where the excess 
amounted to $217,873, or 30 centd per 
capita; and the next largest was Wash- 
ington, D. C., for which it was $2,440,-

000 in which the revenues thus exceed' 
ed the total expenditures

Washington, July 11.—The 


tration $197,000,000 revenue bill, passed 
by the house yesterday, went to the 
senate today. The house vote was 240 
to 140, thirty-four republican" and five 
progressive republicans voting with tlio 
democrats for the bill. The measure 
would repeal existing stamp taxes and 
put new taxes on incomes, inheritances 
and war munitions profits. It also would 
create a tariff commission, lay a protec- 
tive tariff on dye 
stuffs and prevent 


dumping by foreign trade in this coun- 
try after the European war. 


The senate will have to consider sev- 


eral amendments incorporated, regardless 
of democratic loaders opposition, before 
the bill passed the house yesterday. 
These would eliminate the proposed tax 
of $1 for each $1,000 of bank capital, sur- 
plus and undivided profits, reduce the 
salaries of the five members of the tar- 
iff commission from $10,000 to $7,500 an- 
nually, and nllow $300,000 to the com- 
mission for the first year only, instead 
of appropriating that sum yearly for an 
indefinite period. 


Among the amendments adopted on 


recommendations of ways and 
mean's 


committee was one providing special 
manufacturers tax of 3 cents on each 10,- 
000 cigarettes produced. 


Final Effort Fails. 


Republicans made a final unsuccessful 


effort in the house to Imve the bill re- 
committed with institutions to raise the 
needed revenue through higher tariif 
rates. 


The bill, which is designed to raise 


more than $200,000,000 a year, virtually 
doubles the income tax rates, levies a 
tax on inheritances and the production 
of munitions of war, creates a tariff com- 
mission, embodies anti-dumping legisla- 
tion and repeals the . "stamp tax" sec- 
tions, but not the special excise taxes of 
the "war revenue bill" of October, 1914.

Now wo 
are hearing things llks this: "This is the last 
war. It is so tiirible. there will never be an- 
other 
Some day all the nations in Europe will 


come to their senses. Tho United States will 
lead them In a world-wide peace movement." 


This Is absurd on the fac* of it. That phrase 


"this U the last war" has been uttered after 
nearly every war In history. It Is a matter of 


record that asserting there would never be an- 
other war, members of the United States Senate 
before I860 introduced a bill to abolish the navy. 
After the Crimean war, Buckle, writing in-his 
"History of Civilization," declared that there 
would never be another big war. Just as surely 
as peace is signed that dangerous idea creeps 
over the civilized world. We call every war 
"Armageddon." 


Leaders Kealize Situation. 


There are signs that the belief is gaining 


ground today in this country. But- if it has. 
done any good for the country, the European 
war has dealt this delusion a hard blow. It has 
shown that the peace movement cannot keep 
nations from going to war. That is important, 
coming at this time. 


Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, Theodore Roosevelt, 


Congressman Augustus Gardner, President Hib- 
ben of Princeton University and former Secre- 
tary of War Garrison are among those who 
realize that the bell has struck. Our country 
must prepare against war. 
And one of their 


favorite methods of bringing the facts before our 
people is through Paramount Pictographs.

There is nothing more trite or true than that

At that 
time Europe was aflame with 'the Napoleonic 
wars, and John Randolph of Virginia, striving 
fo reduce our military and naval forces, said In 
Conprcso: 


"With respect to war. we have, thank God. In 


the Atlantic a fcfse wide and deep enough to 
keep off any immediate danger to our territory. 
War is out of the question." 


Two years afterward Randolph's Impassable 


fosse was crossed by a hostile army, and before 
the war was o\er the British soldiers had 
burned the very building in which Randolph had 
made his plea to his vainglorious countrymen. 
Every phrase current today was used at that 
tjme. In the annals you can find, "We San lick 
all creation," "All ready for the drop of the 
hat," "Citizenry leaping to arms." 


Certain sidelights on American history, not 


taught In the schools but emphasized at West 
Point, show an amazing parallel between a cen- 
tury ago and now. 


Parallel Is Shown. 


On May 20, 1310, in opposing the militia bill, 


Potter said: "Great Britain has no men to spare 
to send here to invade our territory, and if she 
had she would know better than to do it." 


A little over a year later, Dawson of Virginia 


declared: "We have all the necessaries, ail the 
implements, all the munitions necessary for a 
three years' close war against any force which 
any power can send to this continent." 


Five years later. Dolly Madison, with our in- 


equipped troops routed at Bladensburg and with 
the White House in flames, wrote: "I can descry 
only groups ot military wandering in all direc- 
tions, as If there were a lack of arms or the 
spirit to fight for their own fireside." 


That happened a number of years ago. Is not 


the parallel clear? The same statements In 
Congress and then tha awakening—the unpre- 
paredness and disaster. In teaching patriotism, 
truth is sacrificed. In school we were taught 
that we achieved a great victory in the war of 
1812. As a matter of fact, the British had 55.000 
and we had 527.652, almost ten times as many. 
We needed that overwhelming body of troops 
because ir. Congress there were Randolphs and 
PMtcrs and DaTSons In ISlt. just as today we 
have congrotsrnrn fighting against a strong 
army and navy. Then, as now, we were In- 
efficient.

The next great war wilj bo a war for the con- 


trol of the Pacific Ocean. It is the war that will 
come between the United States and Japan. 
It is just as inevitable as the conflict between 
England and Germany. It is expected In the 
capitals of Europe. It is expected by the army 
and navy men of our own country. It is bound 
to come, because it is not a surface difficulty. 
Tt goes deep in the lives of both nations. It is 
bound upon economic and racial reasons. 


The pacifists have told us that war with Japan 


is impossible because Japan is still financially'- 
weak from her Russian war and because three- 
quarters of her business Is with this country. 
The pacifists forget that although German com- 
merce has ceased to exist, Germany fights on. 
A pacifist never grasps the fact that in heated 
times national pride is more compelling than 
the dollar bilL' Among such men is Dr. Jordan, 
who writes: 


v "There Is not a nation which would fisht us 


If it could, not one which could fight us if It 
would, for the sinews ot war arc not soldiers or 
warships. 
They consist of reserves of money, 


of commerce anil of friendship. This is tho only 
great nation that possesses such reserves." 


To Dr. Jordan it is apparently of no im- 


portance that all our secretaries of war for 
many years, all our army officers, all our ex- 
perts in the war college, all our naval officers, 
as well as civilians, who have studied the ques- 
tion, have exactly the opposite view. Of course, 
army and navy men are not expected to know 
anything about war: that is only their business. 


Take this dream ot finance being able to stop 


the war. It was a pet theory of the pcacework-

carry on war and that today the nations so de- 
pended on each other financially that war would 
be impossible. 


Have we forgotten Gen. Huerta in Mexico* 


• 
"We were continually being informed that ha 
was bankrupt. His armies were constantly be- 
ing beaten. Surely with such a disastrous out- 
look he would not be able to get the money to 
carry oil the war. Who put up the money for 
Uuerta? Europe. 


Possibly the Balkan nations are the poorest 


In the world. Yet they have no trouble in get- 
ting money to carry on their wars. And did you 
ever hear of a South American republic being 
unable to start a war? 


Japan is the favorite example of the peace- 


workers in this money argument. At the begin- 
ning of her war with Russia she was not so well 
prepared financially as her enemy. That war 
increased her national debt only 22 per cent. 
And since that time she has been'spending such 
huge sums on preparation that the expenses of 
her next war will be at a minimum. She has 
spent a good deal of money on that war al- 
ready. Financiers loan money on good security. 
Do all the financiers in the world love the Unit- 
ed States so im;ch that they-would not try to 
make money out of Japan? This is the business 
proposition that would confront them. 


In the Pacific Ocean Japan has a big naval 


strategic advantage. 
Japan's army is vastly 


more powerful and efficient than that of tha 
United States. All that she needs is money. 
To the financier it looks like a good investment. 
He taXes into consideration a fact of which, 
these peace people are ignorant—Japan's sol- 
diers' living expenses and pay cost her much 
less than those of the United States. 


A Japanese soldier serves his country for 


about J240 a year. Our soldiers cost $800 a year 
per man. If the United States should place an 
army in the field against Japan of tho same 
size and for the same length of time that Japan 
had against Russia, the pay alone of our army 
would be equal to the entire military expenses 
of Japan. 


Moreover, the cost of that war to us would 


be in direct proportion to the wealth of this 
country and Japan. That means it would be 
no more difficult for Japan to fight us, it would 
cost her no more, considering her wealth, than 
it would be for us to oppose her, considering 
our great wealth 
This Is a situation that has 


Seen studied out In the war college at WaahfaijQ* 
ton. 


In his book, "Finance and War," Hamilton 


Grace, the English authority, concludes: "Tkat 
no nation will be stopped frcm plunging mt-. 
\var from dearth of money. War loans con- 
tracted by a people who are thoroughly pre- 
pared for war are a sound national investment." 


The really big men of our country know thesa 


things. Our president knows them. Army posts, 
navy yards, the fleet, aviation stations, coast 
defenses, the war college, the army, ha?tj ofl 
been thrown open to Paramount operators so 
thai the people will know the truth of their do- 
fenselessness.
